Train Agents for the Wabasn. 


The Wabash has adopted the train 


agent system. The plan is to furnish the 
train conductor with a set of checks with 
the names of all stations printed on one 
side and the date and number on the 
other. If a passenger pays half fare the 
conductor furnishes a green check with 
the name of the station punched at which 
the passenger boat dad the train and tbe 
destination. 
A train agent boards the 


train later and collects these checks, re- 
placing it with a similarly punched slip, 
which in turn is taken up by the conduc- 
tor and remitted with his report to the 
auditor. The train agent makes the same' 
disposition of his checks, and when the 
accounting takes place,|eaoh check, which 
by the way bears numbers alike, must 
tally, or the auditor will want to know 
why. The idea is not a new one, but the 
plan is different from either the Denver & 
Bio Grande or the Pennsylvania roads. It 
is no offense to an honest '.conductor, but 
it will hold at bay any attempt to purloin 
the company's money. OoL Talmage en- 
dorses the return highly and train agents 
have been training for the past two weeks.

authority of Dr. J. F. Reid, that four 
horses belonging to J. W. Barber, the 
dairyman, in the fourth ward, wero afflict- 
ed with glanders. Since then, by order 
of the board of health, the horees were 
isolated, waiting the inspection of Dr. N. 
H. Paaren, State Veterinarian,who arrived 
today. In company with Mayor Cham- 
bers, Dr. Chenoweth, Dr. J. F. Reid, 0. 
M. Csldwell and others, the stable was 
visited by Dr. Paaren, and after a brief 
exnmination of the horses ho pronounced 
them sick with glanderp, and ordered that 
they be destroyed at once. They were 
appraised at S15 each by three dismter- 
eeted parties. Pai t of the stable was also 
condemned. It was appraised at $10, and 
will be destro)ed. The four horses were 
killed this afternoon. There is now no 
occasion for any alarm, as the affected 
horses are dead and buried, and the place 
where they have been housed for several 
months has been completely diBinfeeted. 
So far as known the di»eeie IB wiped out, 
and the authorities are to be commended 
for their prompt action.

Decatur, I understand he promised I would 
write you. The end of three years finds that 
promise unfulfilled. Thinking you would per- 
laps be' Interested In. a bit 'of gossip conoern- 
ng our home In a general way, I write you. 
Eeokuk, as many know, rests upon the nigh 


bluffs at the foot of the Eaplds, and almost at 
he union of the DesMolnes and Mlsstsslpi rlv- 
ere. A glance of the eye shows us a fraction 
of three states, and three towns besides our 
own, which, to appear dignified we call ft olty 
Our scenery Is entrancing. Being accustomed 
to prairie and creek—1 humbly beg pardon of 
the Sangamon-this Is a new world to me 
From the blufl one can see for miles up and 
down the river, a silvery mass winding upon 
piles of velvet, for such the hills appear afar 
off. A near approach however would dispel 
the illusion and force us to acknowledge the 
school-day saw: "Distance tends enchanment." 


Space forbids me to more than mention that 


we have the bones of Chief Keokuk, for whom 
our olty Is named, and over whose remains the 
citizens will erect a monument. Can only eay 
we have a nice park of which we are quite 
proud. It contains almost forty acres. 


But enough of the town. We find It superior 


In some ways, inferior in others to D. We are 
of ten-times real homesick, and at all times are 
anxious to sell. 


The last ot August an excursion boat and 


barge left Keokuk for Ft. Madison, thirty 
miles up the river, carrying pasiengers to at- 
tend the Old Settlers' MeetiBg. Among the 
many were Mr. Hueston and I. We were ad 
monlshed of the starting hour by the unearUir 
ly and sepulchral whistle of our boat. To this 
whistle we charge any indigestion found 
among Keoiukians. It li a combination of 
shrieks and moans, doled out with a lever in 
waves of fiendish ecstocy. It is anything but 
"linked sweetness" but is wonderfully "long 
drawn out." Children upon the boatscreamed, 
while many butled their thumbs in their ears. 
We reached Ft. Madison about noon; a pretty 


, town "bullded upon the sand," but looks too 


substantial to fall. Unlike Keokuk, it nestles 
at the foot of the hills upon a smooth plain 
that stretches to the river. We went at once 
to the park, an Inclosurc of grand old trees. 
There were plenty of people to make it Inter- 
esting, although many were doubtless kept 
away by the severe rains of the preceding 
night and the threatening aky of the day.
